Both these resolutions wire adopted by 
the Council, after a spirited opposition by 
several of the newly appointed members. 
- The spiril of the Press seems lo Ire very 
sirring against these measures, as they are 
looked ujwn as calculated only to alford 
temporary trlief from immediate preiture, 
whilst they will treite i permanent addi- 
tion to the burdens uf the colony— nor 
can we see that whilst even in it* im- 
proving state the revenue falls short of 
the ordinary revenue of the colony, thit 
these debentures will be looked upon wilh 
much favour; and in the mean lime* 
heavy interest will be incurred, and the 
credit of the Government still further 
damaged. Sir hUaDLir appear* to rely 
indeed on assistance from Lord StimjiV, 
hut beyond what may accrue from the 
location of ticket -of- leave men on the 
waste Und of the colony according tu a 
scheme suggested by the Lieutenant, tie 
can trace but little ground fur his hupci. 

On the conclusion of the debate on these 
motions. Mr. Krin begged his Excellency s 
pettnisston to retire from the Council, and 
both he and Mr. HpntY Hofsitii are 
confidently stated lo have resigned their 
seats.
